According to the Com- 
mittee's report, - "Dr..,,Smola, 
vice-Principal in ^'^charge ' of 
FInnnce and Administration, stat- 
ed that the profits of the Boole- 
store were funneled into the 
Physical Education and Health 
Services Programs," 

Students feel these profits 
could be put to better use 
financing ° "co-curricular pro- 
gramming", such as lectures, 
seminars and academic Journals, 
i^^or given back to the bookstore to 
facilitate lower prices.

A meeting call- 
ed for this morning by Faculty 
Association Chairman Frank 
Chalk could result in cancellation 
of most classes.

A refusal on the part of the 
administration to allow the 
Bookstore Investigation Commit- 
tee to see the store's financial 
records led to last night's sleep- 
in. Axelrod said the strike was 
called because yesterday the ad- 
ministration virtually ruled out 
any student say in the operation 
of the university. 

Who's running what? 

Axelrod ' claimed University 
Treasurer William Reay said the 
administration, not the students, 
make decisions. "He asked us : 
'Who's running this university 
anyway?'"

What's happening at Sir George Williams University today is 
the beginning of a new phase in Quebec student politics. The strike 
has been introduced as a legitimate weapon in applying pressure on 
the power structure. 

It began as a fight over who should oversee a bookstore — but 
now it is much more. It is a struggle for control of the university (tself. 

The administration at Sir George made the ultimate blunder of 
telling students they had no say in running the university. So far their 
McGill counterparts have been wiser; we still attempt change through 
closed Senate meetings. But when the day comes that students realize 
those who hold power intend to keep it, they will react. And Sir George 
has set the example. 

The strike may only lost one day — if it comes off at all. But the 
decision has been made. Students will no longer passively let others 
rule their lives. 

Our Administration should realize that when active student 
revolt comes to a campus a few blocks down the street, it can no 
longer be considered a Berkeley problem. We want the same things 
OS the striking Sir George students. Nor will we for long be content 
with token participation. 

Sir George is another example of the growing strength of the 
Quebec student movement. The question is no longer whether we will 
take over our education, but how.

The proposed amendments to 
the Students' Cpuncil Constitu- 
tion published in à recent 
Daily are the object of much 
concern among us at the School 
of Architecture. Our indepen- 
dent representation on Council 
is threatened by ' an amend- 
ment which would group us 
with the Faculty of Engineer- 
ing in the "rep by pop" plan.

The^ Architecture Undergradua- 
te Society is and always has 
been independent of the Engi- 
neering Undergraduate Society, 
parallelling. the organization of 
our curriculum,, staff, and phy- 
sical plant, all of which are 
also separate.

The views of the atudents 
whose lot Wilson claims he will 
improve are being silenced in 
the stampede toward reforms 
which he and his followers be- 
lieve are sorely needed. Modi- 
fleation and variation of the 
means towards . these ends are 
thrown aside in the rush 
towards the ends themselves.

"If the first da/s results of the Blood Drive are any Indication of the amount of pints to 
be expected, then we're hitting slightly under par", said Chairman of Events Larry Goldstein 
yesterday. 



583 pints of blood were collect- 
ed in the Drive's first , 8-hour 
day. In order for Blood Drive to 
reach its vital objective of 5,000 
pints, 885 pints, daily are 
needed.^y;^ir;V,i;_.;>^ ■ 

''Students' are not aware of the 
importance of blood," said Drive 
Chairman Marty Ostro. "No syn- 
thetic material can replace blood. 
Once every 15 seconds someone 
needs blood from our clinic." 

"The entire procedure", said 
Goldstein, "takes twenty minutes 
and it doesn't hurt a bit". Golds- 
tein blames the disappointing 
turnoiit on' the students. 

"They're either too apathetic, 
or Just too scared". 

When asked to comment on 
Blood Drive, Internal Vice-Pre- 
sident Danny Trevick said "What, 
else can I say but it is a tioble, 
fine, worthwhile cause". 

Councillor James N. B.ilin, of- 
ficial representative for Mayor 
Jean Drapeau, said the students 
deserve a lot of credit. Bcllin 
said "Students arc normally term- 
ed irresponsible but I really be- 
lieve these students are sincere 
in their undertaking".

question period, condemned stu- 
dents for their apathy. "We-muat 
take a real stand on something 
before we can govern ourselves." 
Most studénts don't care, as illus- 
trated by the small turnout for 
the recent by-election, said Ku- 
nian. 

Hanley called the printing of 
the French Daily "disgraceful be- 
havior." The students "had no 
right" to change the format or 
the policy built up over 57 years 
or to "deprive English speaking 
students even for one day, of 
their newspaper." He said Mc- 
Gill students had a wide choice 
of French papers in Montreal. 

He challenged the sincerity 
of the Daily editors, charging 
them with trying to dupe French 
Canadians.
